FRIGHTFUL IS LOSS IX PITTSBURG. 


P1TTSBURK, March lo—(Bulletin)—It is estimated this afternoon 


that the total loss from the flood will reach $20,000,000. To this must bo 
added $350,000 fire damages In on- fire sixteeen stores and five resi- 
dences burned, late this afternoon the river was falling rapidly. 


TEN THOUSAND PEOPLE HOMELESS. 


WHEELING, March 15—(Bulletin)— Ten thousand families are 


homeless in this vicinity. Business of all kinds is, suspended here. Two- 
thirds of Bridgeport is under water. .Waiting Ferry and Bellaire are half 
covered.. The loss in the three Ohio towns will be $200,000. The Ohio is 
still rising here. 


HIGHEST RECORD OF CENTURY. 


PITTSBURG, March 15—The riood in the rivers is receding slowly, 


one inch an hour. The crest was re ached at 6 o'clock this morning with 
the highest record of a century. Thi rty-six feet and six inches ar the offi- 
cial figures. Ten square miles of the most thickly populated territory in 
Pittsburg and Allegheny are partially under,water. 


Thousands are homeless, dozens of stores and great office 
buildings 


are partially under water, and the city was in darkness last night* Local 
trains on the Baltimore & Ohio, Wheeling & Lake Erie,

ties of bread, coal, hams and coffee. 
Relief stations have been opened all 


over the city. The police took 123 women and children

OfllO RIVER IS RISING SLOWLY.

CINCINNATI, March 15—The Ohio river rose 
slowly

tion. Many business houses on the river front are flooded. Hundreds have 
been driven from their homes. 


At Parkersburg, Wim. Francis and family of four wore drowned while 


escaping from their home. 
Six hundred homes are flooded at Chillicothe 


and militia is guarding the submerged district. At Miaiaisburg the town 
hall is occupied by the refugees. At Cambridge four sqvares

water. At Derwente. near there, a town of 200 people was swept away, 
and the inhabitants are camped in the hills.

SAYS ALIENIST FUST 


New York, March 15.—District At- 


torney Jerome's sanguine prophecy 
that the taking of testimony would 
be concluded by Friday night has been 
abandoned, and those concerned lathe 
case again look to April 1 as fee 
earliest moment of closing the" ions 
drawn out trial. The state has a num- 
ber of alienists who will testify aa~to 
Thaw's sanity, and Attorney Delmat 
indicated he would cross-examine each 
searchingly. 


Testimony was offered during th« 


session of court to the effect that 
Harry Thaw was sane the night of the 
tragedy. 


Answering 'the hypothetical ques- 


tion in response to which the alienists 
of the defense declared that Harry K. 
Thaw was suffering from an unsound 
mind and did not know the nature or 
quality of his act when he shot and 
killed 
Stanford White, Dr. Austin. 


Flint, the fiist expert called by Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome in rebuttal, de- 
clared it to be his opinion that Thaw 
positively did know the nature and 
quality of his act and knew that the 
act was wrong. After repeating the 
same question which Mr. Delmas put 
to the experts for the defense, and 
having him declare that Thaw wag 
sane on the assumption of the facts 
stated therein, Mr. Jerome had read 
to the witness the prosecution's hypo- 
thetical 
question, which 
contained 


some 13,000 words and which required 
1 hour and IS minutes m the reading, 
The question covered the entire Hfd of 
Thaw as It had been testified to by 
various witnesses. Dr. Flint again. 
said without qualification that Thaw 
knew his act was wrong, and is there- 
fore liable for the murder in the first 
degree under the statutes of the state 
of Xew York. 


Abraham Hummel was on the stand 


again, and before Delmas could object 
to a question put to him by Mr. Je- 
rome the witness had got into the 
record the statement that Evelyn Nes- 
bit had told him that she had inform- 
ed Harry Thaw in Paris in 1903 that 
Stanfoid White positively had not 
druarared or betra\ed her. Mr. Delmas

Washington, March 15.—Executive 


and treasury departments have been 
flooded with appeals for President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Cortelyou to 
take some action to avert the "threat- 
ened disaster" in the 
financial 
and j 


railroad world. It can be stated au- 
thoritatively, fcowever, that President 
Roosevelt will not change his attitude 
toward the railroads, though it is ad- 
mitted that the administration has no 
intention of entering on an extremely 
radical attack on the railway corpo- 
rations. 
The administration is con- 


vinced that the great unrest in finan- 
cial circles has been brought on by 
the arguments advanced by the rait 
road interests in trying to prevent 
"hostile legislation" in the various 
states, and not by the attitude that 
the federal government has taken to 
enforce the laws regulating the com 
mon carriers.' 


While it is known that the visit of 


J. P. Morgan to the White House last 
Monday night to induce the president 
to issue a reassuring statement to the 
country In regard to the administra- 
tion's attitude toward the railroads, 
and the apparent failure of the finan- 
cier's appeal, has had much to do with 
the panicky conditions that swept 
over Wall street, President Roosevelt 
has repeatedly said that he is not an 
enemy of the railroads and that those 
that obey the la«rs have nothing to 
fear from the. government. While it 
has not been definitely decided, the 
president may issue a statement out- 
lining his attitude after he has con- 
ferred with Presidents McCrea, New- 
man, 
Mellen and Hughitt on th?. rail- 


road situation. The conference with 
the four railroad magnates, which was 
granted by the president at the earn- 
est request of Mr. Morgan, will be 
held the early part of next week. 


Panicky at Boston. 


Boston, March 15.—Panicky condi- 


tions prevailed in the local market for 
copper stocks. Trading was in heavy 
volume, and- brokers were flooded with 
orders to sell. Prices broke sharply 
and continued to decline throughout 
the day, closing at the lowest. Rates 
on money rose generally to 10 pel 
cent. Declines of from 5 to 20 points 
were recorded in the leading coppers. 


Cortelyou to the Rescue. 


Washington, March 15.—The secre- 


tary of the treasury has instructed 
collectors of customs at places where 
it is found to be desirable to deposit 
their customs receipts with national 
bank depositaries already established 
in the same cities as the customs 
houses. The secretary also has issued 
a circular announcing that he will re- 
deem with interest to July 1 any reg- 
istered coupon bonds, 4 per cent, 1907, 
to an amount not exceeding ?2a,000,- 
000. 
The bonds may be presented at 


once for redemption. The secretary 
also has announced that under the 
circular of Oct. 22, 1906, the $18,000,- 
000 required to be reduced, may ba 
retained with the security now on de- 
posit. 


Break at Philadelphia, 


Philadelphia, March 15.—There was 


a violent break on the Philadelphia 
Stock Exchange, following the panic 
in New York. Although the sales were 
not heavy, prices crumbled,' and at the 
close the market appeared to be in a 
semi-demoralized eondllon. Reading 
led the decline. 


BRYANJALKS. 


Legislatures Too Near the People to 


Suit the Railroads. 


Boston March 15.—In an interview 


on the railroad situation Hon. William 
J. Bryan said: "These big corpo- 
rations prefer to deal with congress 
for the reason that state legislature: 
are too near the people. I have said 
that the sooner the railroads are put 
on an honest basis the sooner ihe in- 
vesting public will feel more secure 
in doing business with them." 


"Do you still adhere to the position 


yon took with reference to govern- 
ment ownership of railroads?" Mr. 
Bryan was asked. 


"I do most emphatically, but I said 


at Madison Square Garden that ulti- 
mate ownership might prove to. be 
the remedy. I did not say immediate 
ownership." 


Before She Massachusetts legislature 


Mr. Bryan spoke at some length of 
the rate legislation in congress, and 
declared that the tardiness in procur- 
ing the final rate bill with its amend- 
ments was a good illustration of the 
influence that corporate wealth exerts 
over legislation in this country. 
He 


r>e'i>v"<3 that the tendency today is to 
ward a more strict control of corpora- 
tions, but he did not think that this 
meant evil for the investors. 'It 
means," declared Mr. Bryan, "that the 
natural man whom God made shall 
not always be trampled upon by the 
man-made giant, that the legislature 
has created. It was no wonder," he 
raid, "that President Roosevelt had 
cried out against the swollen fortunes 
and against the idea of their descend 
ing from generation to generation 
Those against whom the president in 
veighed are those who are not giving 
a service that is at all measured by 
the money they receive."

kept protected against loss by hedges 
on the 'Board* and this feature of in- 
surance is generally r?ed to insure 
against loss from wide fluctuations.
